Washington, Dec. 21.— Secretary Lansing, in a statement today, 
explaining the sending of President Wilson’s notes to the belligerents 
declared it was because the situation for neutrals w;u becoming in 
creasingly critical and the United States itself was being drawn near 
the verge of war. 


Secretary Lansing today authorized the following statement: 
“ I he reasons for the sending of the note were as follows: 
“It is not our mater.al interests we had in mind when the noto 
was sent; but more and mcfe cur cwn rights are becoming involved 
by the belligerents on both aides, so that the situation is becoming in­ 
creasingly critical.

“I mean by that, that we áre drawing nearer the verge of war 
ourselves, and, therefore, \.e are cnt.tled to know exactly what each
